The will of Dr George D. Stahley, 
who died last Sunday at his home, 
300 Carlisle street, was placed on 
record Friday afternoon at the of­ 
fice of Register Quintin D Hebert 
at the court house with the Gettys­ 
burg college and the Warner hos­ 
pital being named as chief final 
beneficiaries. 
Doctor Stahley ’n library of sci­ 
entific and literary books is to be­ 
come the property of the college 
library and certain other personal 
possessions, including 
a grandfa­ 
ther's clock, antique desk and a 
carved 
gold 
eagle 
also 
are 
be­ 
queathed to the college. 
After making provision for Mrs. 
Stahley and his only sister. Miss 
Anna C Stahley. 94, Easton, and 
giving $1,000 to the Warner hospital 
endowment 
fund, Doctor Stahley 
directed that the bulk of the re­ 
mainder of his estate should go to 
Gettysburg college and be used to 
help finance the re-conditioning of 
the old gymnasium into an adminis­ 
tration building 
Should that project never be con­ 
summated, the will directs the estate 
be used to establish several scholar­ 
ships ‘‘to go to some deserving stu­ 
dents." 
Will Written in 1936 
Concerning his bequests to the 
college. Doctor Stahley wrote: 
“I am desirous of leaving some 
substantial 
token 
to 
Gettysburg 
college in memory for my high re­ 
gard for its creditable history and 
because it has been the centre of my 
endeavors for many years past" 
He referred to the proposal for 
the remodeling of the old gymna­ 
sium, of which he had been told. He 


50 years with the college had been 
in the capacity of professor of phy­ 
sical culture and hygiene and there­ 
fore he is ‘‘attached to the old gym 
by many happy memories." 
The will was dated in February, 
1936, and was followed by a lengthy 
codicil which was made last May to 
clarify and explain some provisions 
of the less formal earlier instrument. 
Personal property, which forms 
the entire estate, is valued at $2,500 
on the papers on file. There is no 
real estate, the Stahley home being 
owned by the college.

In cold statistics, recent research 
at the Pennsylvania State college 
tells why 14,000.000 acres of Penn­ 
sylvania land have lost from one- 
fourth to three-fourths of their top­ 
soil. 
Four years ago test plots were laid 
out on the college farm by the soil 
j conservation service. 
Six of them 
i have been planted to corn contin- 
; uously since that time. 
In three years, the corn plots cul- 
| ti va ted with the rows up and down­ 
hill lost soil by washing at the rate 
of 43 tons to the acre. 
Since an 
| inch-thick layer of average Penn­ 
sylvania soil weighs about 150 tons, 
j this three-year soil loss amounted 
to more than one-quarter inch of 
I the thin layer of topsoil. In three 
• years, the rains washed away soil 
that took from two to three hundred 
; years to build. 
Simply plowing across the slope, 
instead of up and down, cut soil and 
water losses in half on three other 
j corn plots laid out adjacent to the 
up-and-down-row plots. Nolan F. 
Farris, research supervisor reported. 
However, on both up-and-down 
and contour plots, continuous corn 
cropping depleted the soil organic 


J m atter, deepened gullies and de­ 
creased yields. 
Strip farming combined with good 
crop rotations proved an effective 
way to check erosion, Farris said. 
On plots of the same soil and slope 
i as the corn 
plots, 
100-foot-w'ide 
! strips were laid out across the slope 


I in corn-wheat-hay rotation. In three 
years they lost only one and one-half 
tons of soil, or one twenty-fifth as 
much as the corn plots 
Tile water 
loss was only about one-fourth as 
I much on the strip-farmed plots. 
which 
meant 
increased 
moisture 
held in the ground for crop use. 
Most of tile erosion occurred in 
the spring and summer months dur­ 
ing hard thunder showers, Farris 
continued. Strip farming across the 
slope with a good rotation is one 
; type of erosion control measure that 
is extremely valuable in protecting 
hillside fields during these months, 
he added.

We have often 
been asked about the epitaphs to 
be found on some of the old tom b­ 
stones. 
In the the first place, the 
dictionary defines the w'ord “epi­ 
ta p h ” as follows; “An inscription or 
writing on a tomb.” From a hundred 
to a hundred and fifty years ago 
the epitaph epidemic was in full 
swing. 
In proof of this we ask you 
to visit some of our old cemeteries 
and see for yourself. 
The dead 
could not rest in peace w ithout an 
epitaph—to proclaim their deeds to 
posterity. 
W e are rath er inclined 
to be thankful th a t the custom is 
not so popular at the present time. 
In answ er to several requests we 
herew ith present some examples of 
the old-fashioned epitaph. The first 
is to 
be 
found 
in 
Round 
Hill 
cemetery. 
“In memory of Samuel Hodge 
Birth unknown, died March 17, 
1783. 
Passing by— 
The strangest men that ever 
lived on earth, 
At last did quickly yield up his 
breath.

Come then prepare for death 
before you die.’* 
On previous occasions we have, 
when quoting the Inscriptions from 
tom bstones, given you examples of 
epitaphs.

M arsh Creek cem etery we find one 
setting fo rth the virtues of what 
m ust have been an extraordinary 
man.
